local ham does good. ACai- 
fornia radio amateur played a part in an 
international effort to rescue a US sailor 
attempting to single-handedly circumnavi- 
gate the globe. Miguel "Mike" Morales, 
KC6CYK, of Riverside, told ARRL he was 
able to contact fellow radio amateurs in 
Chile to obtain and relay reassuring infor- 
mation to the family of Ken Barnes, whose 44-foot ketch Piva- 
teer was foundering off South America. A Chilean trawler, Polar 
Pesca 1, rescued Barnes from his disabled vessel on January 5. 
Upon learning of Barnes's predicament on January 2, Morales 
said he contacted the sailor's fiance, Cathy Chambers.

"She mentioned that the satellite telephone was dying on him 
over there, so their communication was 30 to 60 seconds at a 
time," Morales recounted. "| was lucky enough, | got in touch 
with some of the Charlie Echo [CE-prefix] stations until | got to 
someone in Punta Arenas, and then Polar Pesca, the vessel that 
did the rescue." Morales speaks fluent Spanish and has visited 
Chile and knew "the way things operate down there." As a result, 
he says, he was able to obtain credible reports via his 10-meter 
contacts as to what was happening.

Morales said he was able to gather information via his Chilean ham 
radio contacts from the Polar Pesca 1. He relayed information about Barnes's location and when he was 
going to be rescued. Morales said he felt it was important for the family to know Barnes's situation 
and how the rescue plans were playing out.Barnes, who's 47, left Long Beach, California, late last Octo- 
ber, hoping to be the first person to sail around the world from the West Coast. A severe storm dismasted, 
badly damaged the vessel and soaked his supplies. 


The Chilean Navy dispatched one of the CP3 Orion aircraft Chile uses to patrol its 200-mile-offshore 
territorial claim. The plane spotted the foundering vessel, photographed it and even attempted to drop a 
life raft that missed its mark. The Chilean Navy coordinated the operation and recruited the Polar Pesca 1 
to undertake the actual rescue, although Morales says the US Coast Guard agreed to cover the 
expense. At that point he was able to pass along news to the family that the trawler was en route to Bar- 
nes's location. 

‘The main thing is, Ken Barnes is back, is alive," Morales said. "What | did was on behalf of the US 
ham radio community, | believe. That's what you're there for." Barnes is scheduled to return home to Cali- 
fornia this week, and Morales will be among those on hand to welcome him.

Fun in 
Palm Desert!

Willie N8WP, Cheryl KG6KTT, Kristin KEPEQ & Dan N6PEQ spent the weekend of 
September 30" at the J.W. Marriott Villas in Palm Desert, CA. This was a good chance 
to relax, and release the built-up stress from the day-to-day life of Orange County. 
Willie had the great idea of taking along a QRP rig to test out the band conditions from 
the desert location. 


Palm Desert is located about 100 miles from Orange County, 15 miles east of Palm 
Springs, and is located along highway 111. Although the area is surrounded by tall 
mountain peaks, we should still be able to work a few stations, right? This area of 
California is known for famous celebrities, great restaurants, fun shopping, hot weather 
and if we're lucky, maybe a few HF QSO's! 


After a short drive out to our vacation location, we were pleased to discover that our 
villa was on a nice and wide golf course. Plenty of room to string out a few radials for a 
small vertical antenna! 


We installed the Super Antennas MP-1 

vertical on the grass, The radials used 

a were three of the N6PEQ Communications 
“Sy model “6/40+30". This model radial system 

is specifically optimized for all ham bands 

from 6 meters thru 40 meters. 


Our station consisted of a Yaesu FT-817 
transceiver with microphone, a Vibroplex 
Code Warrior Jr CW paddle, an Icom IC- 
9140 VHF/UHF HT, 9913 Coaxial cable and 
a Kuranishi Model BR-210 SWR analyzer. 
The Kuranishi BR-210 made it a snap to tune the MP-1 vertical to the correct frequency. 
The entire antenna system and radio station took 5 to 10 minutes to install. An easy 
setup that is just perfect for a quick weekend getaway. 


Now for the important stuff... Did we make any Q50's??? Yes, we did! In between 
having a few great meals, soaking in the sun and seeing Al Jarreau, 20,30 4 40 meters 
managed to provide contacts from as far away as British Columbia, Argentina, and 
Florida. Band conditions seemed good, as signals boomed in quite nicely. We received 
reports as strong as a 589 in Seattle with the little over 2 watts generated by the FT- 
817. Not too shabby for a quick and easy getup. 


But this wasn't the only DX that 
“propagated” itself towards us. While 
Willie was operating the “Command Center” 
(shown to the right) of a restroom ina 
restaurant in Cabazon, CA, he conjured up 
on interested eyeball QSO. Do you notice 
anything peculiar in this picture other than 


The zoomed in photo to the left shows that 
Willie spotted some amateur radio graffiti. 
We see that apparently someone had used 
the bathroom stall wall as a “log", or KOLA 
previously operated from this location at an 
earlier time. Hopefully band conditions were 
not as crappy for KOLA, as they were for 
NéwP on this day, while working the pileups!
